DEATH ROLL OF 
WABASH WRECK 


Estimate of Eighty Killed 
Stands—Railway Officials 
Claim a Smaller 
Number. 


WILL EVER BE A SECRET. 


| Many of the Victims Are Burned 


to Blackened Powder and 
Scattered to the 
Winds. 


ORDERS NOT READ ARIGHT. 


‘Engineer Strong Tells How He Made 


the Mistake That Brought the 
Two Trains Into Col- 
lision. 


SAW HEADLIGHT MILES AHEAD. 


Detroit, Mich., Nov. 28.—[Special.]—The 
exact number of dead as the result of the 
Wabash wreck near Seneca, Mich., last even- 
ing will probably never be known. Those who 
have been at the scene investigating all day 
found nothing to alter this morning’s esti- 
mate that eighty persons were killed or 
burned to death, The names of sixty-one are 
known. 

Superintendent George M. Burns, who has 
been at the scene of the wreck all day, in- 
sists that this estimate is too high and does 
not believe that the death list will exceed 
twenty. 

The wide divergence in the estimates lies in 
the fact that no accurate figures have been 
produced to show the number of Italian im- 

nts in the cars that were burned. Super- 
intendent Burns thinks there were not more 
than fifty. Passengers on the train insist 
that the number was nearer eighty. The only 
man who knows is Ticket Collector Eames of 
train No. 18, and his report has not yet been 
made public. 

Local papers insist that the death list will 
be nearly 100, basing the claim on statements 
of surviving Italians on train No. 18. These 
immigrants say that there were nearly 125 
of their nationality on the train and that 


only about twenty-five of them escaped. 


Refuse to Carry News. 

The utmost confusion” prevailed at the 
wreck all day, and it has been diffichlt to 
secure complete details of the wreck. The 
railroad company declined to permit the use 
of its wires, the only ones available, for 
carrying the news. 


In support of the larger eStimate of the ; 


number of dead it is pointed out that there 
are now fourteen passengers known to be 
dead. The bodies of eight of these have 
been recovered and it is considered that the 
fragments of other bodies now in the morgue 
at Adrian will account for many more than 
the twelve dead necessary to make up Su- 
perintendent Burns’ estimate of twenty. 
gn addition to the coniparatively few frag- 
ments recovered and sent to the morgue 
those who were early on the scene say that 
many more pleces were discovered which 
crumbled to powder while they were being 
removed. 


Engineer Strong Blamed. 

Coroner Hamilton of Adrian this afternoon 
impaneled a jury and will begin an inquest 
into the disaster tomorrow morning. All the 
jurors are prominent in the business affairs 
of the Town of Adrian. 

No steps have been taken as yet toward the 
arrest of Engineer Strong, who Superintend- 
ent Burns says is responsible for the collis- 
ion. 

„His orders, said Superintendent Burns, 
“clearly directed him to pass train 13 at 
Seneca. He evidently forgot them, for he 
did not stop there and th@collision resulted.”’ 


Order That Was Misunderstood. 
Considerable light was thrown on the cause 
for the disaster by the orders which the 
conductor showed as his authority for pro- 
ceeding past Sand Creek. The order which 


‘was delivered to the train at Holloway read 


as follows: 

„ Order No. 28—Trains Nos. 13 and 3—No. 
4, engine 609, will meet No. 13 at Seneca, and 
No. 3, engine 623, Sand Creek. Engines Nos. 
88 and 151 will double head No. 13.“ 

It is understood that the engineer and 
conductor of No. 4 received a similar order 
at Montpeller, O., but if so these orders were 
disregarded. 

If it develops that the orders issued to 
both trains were the same it is considered 
that the responsibility for the disaster rests 
wholly with the engineer and conductor of 
the east-bound continental Hmited. 


Engineer Strong’s Statement. 


Engineer Strong of the east-bound limited, 
who is held responsible by Superintendent 
Burns, saw the light of the approaching 
train while yet.some five miles away, and 
down a straight track, he did not check his 
speed, because, as he said, he supposed No. 
13 was waiting on a siding at Sand Creek. 
After reaching Detroit today Strong said:. 

“Tl read my orders that I was to stop at 
Sand Creek, and evidently the other crew 
read theirs to stop at Senec@. I know that 
there were four of us that read my orders 
the same—the fireman, the conductor, brake- 
man, and myself. I lost my orders in the 
confusion of the wreck, but the records will 
show what they were and what the other 
crew's orders were. 


Saw Headlight Miles Ahead. 

When I first saw the headlight of the 
other train it was far enough away so 1 
presume I could have stopped; but you know 
how it is with these electric headlights— 
you cannot tell anything about how far 
away they are. It was on a straightaway 
track, and I thought they were waiting for 
me at Sand Creek. They doubtless thought 
we were stopped at Seneca, and so both of us 
came on at full speed. 


Running Fifty Miles an Hour. 
„We must have been running fifty miles 
an hour. When we saw that they were on 
top of us I saw I must jump. There was a 
bridge right ahead and I did not want to fall 
in that, so I waited until we were past and 
tell. There was only a slight embankment,

MYSTERIOUS LIGHT INVADES THE | 


HEAVENS ABOVE CHICAGO. . 


Astronomers Puszled by the Unusual 
Illumination, While the Laymen 
Conclude That a Comet Has Caught 

‘the Wise Ones Napping—Reficction, 
Declares Professor Elias Colbert — 
Bright for a Time, Fades, Then Re- 
appears—Woes of One Star-Gaser. 


There was a mysterious visitor in the 
southwestern sky last night and it set the 
learned and unlearned in Chicago agog. 

A streak of light, seeming to be twenty 
feet in length, tapering at the ends and with 
@ bright spot near the center, was seen at 
various intervals from 5:30 o’clock until late 
in the night. 

What it was is still a matter of dispute. 
The populace reached a hasty conclusion that 
it was a comet which had caught the as- 
tronomers unawares and had come unan- 
nounced. This theory was scouted by the 
majority of the wise men. 

By astronomers who observed the heavenly 
Visitor it was said to be the reflection of some 
light on the earth. Professor Elias Colbert 


| Pronounced it to be the reflection probably of 


the steel mills at South Chicago. At Ham- 
mond, however, it was said that the light 
de the southeast of that town, 
: seem take away the 

South Chicago theory. 


As the Wise Men Saw It. 

Professor Colbert’s reasons for declaring 
the phenomenon not a comet were that the 
bar of light seemed to move from the west 
to the east, which he declared would have 
been improbable if not impossible had it 
been a comet. 

Professor G. W. Hough of the Dearborn 
Observatory was unable to see the supposed 
comet and was skeptical about the light be- 
ing anything more than the reflection of 
some fixed illumination. 


No comet is due just now,” hesaid, “ and | 


I could not have seen one tonight unless it 
had been of unusual brillancy. The clouds 
are too dense.“ 

Professor Cox, at the Weather bureau, ob- 
served the bar of light at different times 
from 5:30 o’clock until 7 o’clock. He said it 
* looked like a comet.“ 7. 

Residents of the North and South Sides 


gave descriptions which varied in that some 


asserted the “streak of light was per- 
pendicular, while others insisted that it was 
vertical. 


Tries for a Snap Shot. 

Professor G. E. Hale of the Yerkes Ob- 
servatory, who was at the Del Prado Hotel, 
at once telephoned to ascertain if the ob- 
servers at Williams Bay had noted the ap- 
pearance of the mysterious light. The pro- 
fessor then attempted to take a photograph 
with a hand camera. 

It fs very unusual,” he said, In discussing 
the problem. I have never observed any- 
thing like this before. Whether it is caused 
by a freak ofthe aurora borealis, is a shoot- 
ing star, or the tail end of a comet one cannot 
tell without proper instruments for * 
tlon.“ 

Charles L. Furey, Vice President of the 
American Guaranty company, saw the 
streak of light as he was céming out of Lin- 
coln Park on the way to his residence, 383 
Superior street. 

It loomed like a long bar of light,“ sald 
on Bowen 
avenue, near Ellis avenue. There were 
‘sparklets’ on the sides. It was straight 
and there was no branching out of the tail 
as a comet is supposed to have.“ 


Comets and Cooling Breezes. 

Philip Halpin, elevator man ih the Audi- 
torium tower, wanted to see the comet. The 
desire created a woe that crowded the spirit 
of thanksgiving out of his heart. Philip 
heard the buzz of talk about the comet, so 
he shot the elevator up to the top of the 
tower, thinking to get a closer view than was 
afforded ordinary mortals on the street nine- 
teen floors below.. He stepped out on the ob- 
servatory platform and the door clicked 
behind him. He looked for the comet but 
failed to find the object of his quest. 

It's foggy.“ he said to himself. “I'll 
make a few trips and then come up again.”’ 

He tried to open the door, but the door re- 
fused to open. It then dawned on Philip 
that a spring lock on the other side of the 
door had been perniciously active. He 
stamped and yelled, but to no avail. Ina 
short time Philip learned what a hard win- 
ter means. He ‘collected many samples. 

Halpin was fast turning into an icicle when 
an idea crept into his mind. He climbed into 
the cupola, found a shaft leading to the eyrie 
of the weather man, and thus crawled into 
comfort. After he had sent the elevator to 
the first floor he found half a hundred angry 
citizens who had been ringing the bell for the 
car. They all wanted to go to the roof to 
„ gee the comet.“ 

Good luck to vou,“ said Halpin, feelingly. 
It's a fine sight.“

Surrounded by Dowie elders, and without 
medical attendance, it is said, E. P. Pihl died 
on Wednesday evening at his residence, 908 
Belle Plaine avenne. Though the death was 
reported to the Coroner yesterday morning 
the utmost se“recy was maintained at the 
house when inquiries were made for facts. 
The cause cf death is said to have been 
pneumonia. The Coroner and Health de- 
partment will investigate the case today. 

Mr. Pihl was the treasurer of the E. P. 
Pihl Manufacturing company, 77 Weed 
street. He was 45 years old and the father 
of four children. Up to a year ago he was 
a member of the Chicago Avenue Church, 
but after the death of his daughter, Esther, 
about a year ago, the man did not attend 
church again. Since that time, it is reported, 
he had embraced the Dowle belief, and be- 
cause of this Overseer Speicher and other 
Dowieites were present at his death bed. At 
one time Pihl was reported to be worte 
$150,000. 

When the house was visited yesterday aft- 
ernoon a woman answered the doorbell. 

„I will not make anything public,” said 
she. The Zion church is not properly 
treated before the public, and if I should tell 
the truth the public would not know of it. I 
refuse to say anything except that Overseer 
Speicher was present and attended Mr. 
Pihl.“

Second Round. 


WILL HELD AT HARTFORD 


Western Man Goes at the Little 
Champion Savagely and the 
Latter Becomes Com- 
pletely Rattled. 


FIGHTS LIKE AN AMATEUR, 


In His Rage He Throws Science to the 
Winds and Lays Himself Open 
to Blows That l’rove 
His Undoing. 


RIGHT ON THE JAW ENDS BATTLE, 


Hartford, Conn., Nov. 28.—[Special.}—The 
champion featherweight pugilist of the 
world, who won his title from George Dixon 
of Boston two years ago at the Broadway 
Athietic club of New York—beaten down 
and out In two rounds. 

The sporting men of America receivéd this 
information this afternoon with a slight sus- 
picion that all was not right with the glove 
fight at the Nutmeg Athletic club today Be- 
tween the hitherto invincible Brooklynite 
and a comparatively new comer in pugiligm, 
William H. Rothwell of Denver, known more 
popularly as Young Corbett,” 

But to the 4,500 spectators who saw the mill 
there was no doubt about the fairness of 
McGovern’s totally unexpected downfall. 
Before going into details, it is necessary to 
say that McGovern met a boy who, in the 
first place, was not afraid of him. Then 
again McGovern found in his antagonist a 
clear-headed, strong, quick, and shifty boxer 
‘who had a tremendous punch, especially with 
the right hand. Holding “ Young Corbett” 
too cheaply, and possibly allowing his per- 
sonal pride to get away with his best judg- 
ment, McGovern put up a fight when the 
crucial test came that made his friends and 
backers throw up their hands In surprise. 


Fights Like an Amateur. 

In the words of dozens of New York ang 
Boston men who saw the mill, McGovern 
fought like an amateur instead 
pion. That he completely lost hig Bead 
became rattled, beyond measure under 
bett’s hottest fire in the middle of the second 
round there was not a shadow of doubt in the 
estimation of the experts. 

Unable to frighten his man or beat bim 
down in the first round, and at the same time 
receiving punishment that showed the Den- 
ver fighter to be a formidable opponent, Me- 
Govern concluded to throw science to the 
winds in the second round and simply slug 
his adversary to defeat. In 80 doing Me- 
Govern rushed in wide open, ready to indulge 
in give and take fighting. 

Corbett, nothing daunted, met him in kind, 
It was a slugging match of such swiftness 
and so much danger for etther man that the 
crowd was simply crazy. 


Beginning of the Downfall. 

Suddenly Corbett saw an opening and quick 
as a flash he whipped in a terrific righthand 
uppercut that caught McGovern squarely on 
the point of the jaw. It was a punch that 
would kridck out an ordinary boxer lacking 
proper physique to withstand it, but in 
Terry's case it merely dropped him to the 
floor. 

It wag a clean knock down, and McGovern 
for the first time in his life was groggy. He 
struggled quickly to his feet after a count 
of seven, and steadied himself a moment 
by hanging on to the ropes. His brain and 
sight were temporarily clouded and his 
power was for the moment gone, but the 
fighting instinct and the pride of the Me- 
Governs was too much for the befuddled 
champion and he rushed into the fray again, 
fighting like a wild hyena. He should have 
taken the defensive by using his feet and 
clinching at every opportunity until his 
faculties and strength had returned. 

But instead of that he bored in with an 
onslaught that, in spite of Terry’s condition, 
was something awful. 

Though Corbett, coolheaded, calculating, 
and as powerful as a lion, met Terry blow 
for blow, he was soon in trouble himself. 
Both were groggy in a moment and it was 
anybody's fight, the question being which 
would land the first blow. First it seemed 
as if Corbett could not stand up under the 
cannonading, then it appeared to be all up 
with the champion. 


Desperate Deciding Blows. 

Then Corbett as à last desperate chance 
swung a fearful left for the head. Tt caught 
Terry on the ear and made him reel. Cor- 
bett was instantly ablaze with renewed cour+ 
age and physical strength. With 4 right 
that had the force of a sledge hammer 
wielded by a muscular mechanic, he reached 
the point of the jaw. 

That was the settler, for McGovern fell 
over on his back and was counted out by 
the referee. 

The result came as a complete surprise to 
everybody. For a moment nobody knew 
what to make of it except that Terry 
was beaten and that there was a new feather- 
weight champion. But among the big throng 
of sporting men there was not to be heard 
a cry of “fake.” The fight did not have 
any indications of double dealing or wrong 
doing. It was simply a case of the sporting 
fraternity overestimating McGovern and un- 
derrating Corbett. 

Whether McGovern was in his best physi- 
cal condition is a matter that will provoke 
discussion. It is true that he trained for 
the mill only about ten days. Men who are 
unprejudiced and who saw the former cham- 
pion at his training quarters were not back- 
ward in declaring he seemed a trifle drawn 
when he let up in his work on Tuesday. 


McGovern Supremely Confident. 
Perhaps McGovern was overconfident, 
There are many who believe he was and that 
his advisers jollied him into the belief that 
in Young Corbett he would find an easy 
mark. For that matter, there was @ story 
in circulation here today that Corbett was 
actually hired by Sam Harris, the ma 
of McGovern, to come here and box the 
champion.

SURVIVORS TELL OF HORROR. 


on Wrecked Train Reach 


Home and Tell Experiences—James 
Brown’s * Last Trip.“ 


Anxious crowds gathered at the Polk 
Street Depot yesterday to meet each incom- 
ing train on the Wabash road. The excite- 
ment was intense, for those who were wait- 
ing did not know whether or not the trains 
were beari home the bodies of relatives 
or friends who may have been killed in the 
Seneca wreck of Wednesday night. 

So far as is known, only one Chicagoan 
lost his life, He was James Brown, porter 
of a chair car on train No. 13, who lived at 
5224 Dearborn street. His death came when 
he was on his last trip, for it was his inten- 
tion to-quit the employ of the railroad. The 
news that he was a victim came to his wife 
and four children as 7 were sitting down 

o their Thanksgiving dinner. 

When Brown 1 home on Wednesday 
morning to make his regular run to Buffalo 
he told his wife that it would be his last trip. 
He’ had been in railway service for twenty 

ears. 
: Recently, at the solicitation of his wife, who 
was worried by dreams in which her husband 
was pictured to her as dead, Brown decided 
to give up railroad work. Before he went 
away Wednesday he called on W. E. Moore, 
who resides at 65222 Dearborn street and 
asked him to look for a position for him. 
Then he bought supplies for a Thanksgiving 
dinner and went away. 
Death Tidings at Dinner. 

Yesterday Mrs. Brown with her four sons, 
fanging in age from 8 to 13 years, was pre- 
paring to sit down to the turkey dinner 
when word came that her husband had been 
killed. The woman fainted, and, when she 
regained consciousness, sobbed: 

“ Jim said this would be his last trip. His 
prophecy was too true.“ 

Brown came to Chicago recently from St. 
Louis. His family is without friends in this 
city and is left in destitute circumstances. 

„ don’t know what we will do,” said Mrs. 
Brown. “He was our only support and 
there are four children to look after.“ 
Tales of horror were related by the sur- 
vivors who reached Chicago during the day. 
A number of persons were made insane, 
they said by the sights they were forced to 
witness.

Awaiting News of Wreck. 
in No. 18, which bore the brunt of the 
1 was due to reach Chicago at 9:30 
o' clock on Wednesday night. It left Detroit 
twenty minutes late. As the hours drew on 
and no reports came from along the line 
Superintendent H. W. Ballou and the train- 
men became alarmed. Queries were sent to 
Detroit, to Montpelier, to Peru, Ind., and to 
Adrian, Mich., but no information as to the 
cause of the delay could be obtained. 

At 8:30, to reassure those who were in 
waiting at the station, word that the train 
was on time was posted and this was not 
changed. When 9:30 came and the train had 
not arrived queries were again sent along 
the line and from Adrian came the news that 
the train had been wrecked. There was mild 
excitement in the station. Demands were 
made for particulars that could not be fur- 
nished, and one woman, whose name is not 
known, fainted and was taken away in acar- 
riage. The crowd waited for several hours, 
begging for more news. None could be given, 
and the anxious ones were told they must 
wait until morning. 


Father’s Gloomy Vigil. 

One who came to meet the train could not 
be persuaded to leave the station. He was F. 
D. Frisbee of Jamestown, N. Y., who had 
come from Buffalo early in the day and was 
awaiting his daughter. They were to have 
spent Thanksgiving with friends on the 
South Side. 

Mr. Frisbee hovered about the corridors 
and every féw minutes would visit the dis- 
patchers to inquire for further details. All 
night long he remained in the depot, and 
when news finally came and his daughter's 
name was not in the list of survivors he 
turned from the station heartbroken. He 
was told’ not to give up hope. Soon another 
telegram came. Miss Frisbee was uninjured. 
When the first train drew in from the scene 
of the wreck the girl rushed from a car and in 
a moment was in her father’s arms. 

Clothes and baggage all gone?“ he aske.J, 
„Well, what do we care? We are going to 
have the happiest Thanksgiving of our 
Uves.“ 

All who had left their addresses on Wednes- 
day night were told by telegram yesterday 
morning that the first train from the scene 
of the disaster would arrive at 10:40 a. m., 
and would bring those of the survivors who 
could be moved. With the arrival of the 
train came the first graphic accounts of the 
wreck, but so eager were many of those on 
board to get to their homes that they slipped 
away without giving their names. 


Company Official’s Version. 

While the survivors declared that eighty 
or more persons met death, the company's 
representatives in Chicago would not admit 
such a disaster. Superintendent Ballou said: 

From reports train No. 13, which carries 
five coaches, and on this trip had two cars 
for Italian immigrants, was on the main 
Une near a new switch called Sand Creek. 
The collision was unaccountable; it cannot 
be explained. I do not know. whether there 
was a mistake in signals and I do not believe 
the matter ever will be ‘cleared up. The 
damage must be great, but just how great 
I do not know. The death list we have num- 
bers six, and the wounded up to date are

The Italians were for some Western city, 
but I have not been abe to discover just 
what point.

Pictures Scene of Horror. 

Henry Steinson, who is connected with the 
National Biscuit company and resides at 1683 
West Adams street, was among the Chi- 
cagoans on the ill-fated train. He was in 
the third coach from the rear. None of the 
passengers in this coach was injured, but all 
of them were witnesses to the awful scenes 
of the wreck. . 

There were seven coaches on the train; 
said Mr. Steinson last night. We were be- 
hind time and were running at a high rate 
of speed. At Milan our engine broke down 
and another was attached, so we were being 
drawn by a double-header. 

The first intimation we had that any- 
thing was wrong was when there seemed to 
be a great explosion; followed by the tense 
Friping of the air brakes, which caused the 
wheels to bounce along the ralls like a rub- 
ber Dall. I thought at first that the car had 
left the track and was bumping along the 
ties. Then the train came to a standstill and 
everything was quiet. 

There wers forty passengers in our ear. 
The force of the collision was not great 
enough to throw any of us from the seats, but 
the wildest kind of excitement prevailed, then 
every One settled down, and it was several 
minutes before we knew that the train had 


Death at Every Hand. 


When I left the car and went ahead the 


sight that met my eyes was appalling. Men 
and women were running wildly along the 
track with blood flowing from wounds they 
had received. Some of them had great holes 
in their heads. Others were nursing broken 
arms, Stretched out on the grass were many 


bodies. 

By the time I got to the front coach of 
our train the wreckage was on fire and the 
flames spread so rapidly that those who 
were on hand to aid in the work of rescue 
were unable to render any aid to the scores of 
unfortunate men and women who were 
buried under the débris. 

“The first two cars behind the baggage 
car were filled with immigrants, most of 
them being Italtans, and it was here that the 
most horrible suffering occurred. The cars 
were telescoped in such a manner that we 
could see within the flery furnace, and. it 
was awful. Men and women were pinioned 
in the wreckage and laid there helplessly 
watching the flames creep rapidly upon 
them. Their groans and calls for help were 
heart-rending, but we could nothing on 
account of the heat. 4 


| Many Roasted Alive. 

The victims were held there and literal- 
ly roasted alive while their friends and 
countrymen rushed madly about. After the 
flames had swept over the débris I saw sev- 
eral human skulls and other bones resting 
on the iron rods of the cars, which were 
twisted into an inextricable mass. 

“There was no avenue of escape for the 
occupants of the immigrant cars except 
through the windows, and those who were 
free fought madly to liberate themselves. 
The car was jammed up against 
one end of the pile of twisted timbers and 
iron rods, while the third coach blocked the 
other end; forming a furnace in which at 
least sixty men and women must have been 
cremated. 

With the Dead and Dying. , 

„It would be impossible to recount the 
pathetic sights following the collision. In- 
jured persons rushed wildly about, mingling 
their cries with the groans of the dying and 
the appeals for help of the men and women 
who were doomed to death in the fire. I saw 
one old man sitting along the track beside 
his dead wife with blood flowing from a 
wound in his head. A girl was taken out of 
the wreck where she was pinioned by an fron 
rod which had run completely through her 


body. 

In one place the débris was piled high in 
the air and protruding from it was a man’s 
leg. Further investigation revealed the man, 
and when he was taken out a roll of bills con- 
taining $1,140 fell from his pocket. When the 
sleeper was detached from the east-bound 
train six bodies rolled out of the wreckage. 

The wreck occurred about 6:30 o' clock on 
an absolutely straight piece of track, and it 
is hard to understand how orders could have 
been so misinterpreted as to cause the col- 
lision.”’ 


Dunlop Calls It Fateful “ 13.” 


We left Detroit at 2:50 p. m., over twenty 
minutes late,“ said Joseph Dunlop, who lives 
at the Palmer House. We seemed to have 
been fated from the start. When only a few 
miles out of Detroit our engine broke down 
and a freight engine was substituted. Later 
another engine was put in front of it. We 
were on a No. 13 and no mistake. g 

We made good time until we arrived at 
Sand Creek. The road there is without ¢ 
semblance of a curve. I was watching the 
shadows of the trees and commenting on 
them to a Detroit man who sat next to me on 
the last seat of the Pullman, which was next 
to the rear car. We were going fast, when 
suddenly I was pitched up, then down, then 
about, and finally landed in a heap. The 
car tipped on endand I fairly rolled out of the 
door. 

Once on the prairie I saw three engines 
in one mass of sizzling wreckage. The first 
car, an immigrant car, was a total wreck, 
was a heap of bodies and broken wood. The 
second car, also an immigrant car, was as 
compact as if it had gone through a 2 — 
press. I saw men and women crawling out 
of broken windows. The fire cracked flerce- 
ly, but the loudest noise was that of pain. 

One glance at the scene and most of the 
men and women who were whole and sound 
shrieked and sped away across the prairie. 
They were insane, if men and women ever 
become insane. This kept up for ten or fif- 
teen minutes. Meanwhile the cars were be- 
ginning to burn and the heat was intense. 
»The first shock over and the men began 
to help the, wounded. They could not alAé 
those in the fitst two cars, and I fear that 
few of them escaped. 

“The wounded were taken to Peru and 
Detroit. Those of us who were safe and 
sound were kept at Adrian until midnigbt 
and then sent to Detroit, and from there to 
Chicago.“ 

Stunned by the Shock. 

“T was in the fifth coach,” said Edward C. 
Correy of 44 North Clark street. The shock 
of the collision stunned us all. We were 
paralyzed and could do nothing. Men and 
women bécame insane. How we succeeded in 
getting out of that coach I do not know.”

Telegrams requesting ful details or the 
killing of the Italian immigrants were sent 
to Detroit yesterday by Count Anthony L.

TERESA DEAN ESCAPES UNHURT. 


Story of the Scenes After the Wreck as 
Told by the New York 
Author. 


Detroit, Mich., Nov. 28.—[Special.]—Vivid 
is the story of the wreck as it is told by Mrs. 
Teresa Dean, the author, She was in the 
dining car of the east-bound train with Mrs. 
Lalla R. Burnside, Chicago, when the crash 
came, and both escaped injury. Mrs. Dean 
has just returned from China and was on her 
way to New York. She told this story: 

“I shall never, forget those logg rows of 
dead, wrapped only in the car blankets and 
lying by the side of the train. The moans of 
the victims pinned under that load of wreck- 
age will haunt me as long as I live. 

Mrs. Burnside and I were in the dining 
car. She sat with her back to the wall. I 
can't begin to tell you how suddenly—it 
seemed less than a second—came the crash. 

The great car seemed to erumble. I could 
never realised that such destruction was 


possible. It seemed that the grinding would 


reduce it to small splinters. We were not in- 


jured and managed to crawl from the wreck. 


The work of the collision had now been 
supplemented by fire, and the flames began 
to sweep over the mass of débris. The cries 


of the victims turned into moans as the fire 
crept closer to them and their bodies were 
being scorched by the heat. 


“A little boy pleaded with me to help him. 
I tried as best I could, but he was held tao 
tightly. One old man was carried out and 
placed in a blanket in the long line of injured 
and dead along the track. As I leaned over 
him he tried to whisper something, but the 
words died on his lips. In a moment he was 
dead. ; 

* Hardly had he died when the men brought 
a woman and placed her beside him. She 
was dying, but was perfectly conscious. They 
turned her face toward the dead man at her 
side. A startled expression came over her. 

My husband,’ she gasped, and then with- 
out another word she, too, breathed her last. 
I. bowed my head for a moment in sorrow as 
I looked down into those two aged faces, now 
growing cold in death.“ 


SAYS DEATH LIST IS Low. 


Presi dent Ramsey of the Wabash Be- 
lieves Only Twenty Are Dead and 


Thirty Injured. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 28.—President Joseph 
Ramsey Jr of the Wabash, when seen at the 
headquarters of that railway here today, 
said that he had received but few details 
of the wreck near Seneca. 

The reports we have received, however.“ 
said Mr. Ramsey. show that not more than 
twenty persons were killed and thirty in- 
jured. The latest report received. at 9:50 a. m. 
from Superintendent G. M. Burns, who has 
been at the scene of the wreck since last 
night, gives these figures as the result of his 
personal investigation.“ 


WRECK VICTIM WAS WEALTHY. 


George W. Youmans, Killed in Wabash 
Collision, a Prominent Contractor 
of Kansas City. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 28.—George W. 
Youmans, knled in the Wabash ‘wreck at 
Seneca, Mich., was a well-known building 
and paving contractor, and a member of 
the board of public works of Kansas City. 
He erected many of the large buildings in 
Kansas City and has held heavy contracts 
throughout the Southwest. Mr. Youmans 
was the father of Frank E. Youmans, a well- 
known young broker, who was arrested re- 
cently in Detroit on a charge of embezzle- 
ment. Mr. Youmans was engaged ot a big 
contract in Texas at the time of his son's 
arrest, and had arrived in Kansas City on 
Tuesday and procedeed East. He intended, 
he said, to persuade his son to return to 
Missouri and face the charge. Mr. Youmans 
was 58 years old. He leaves a widow in 


Kansas City.

Three. Kenosha Men Nearly 
Perish After Wreck of 


VESSEL SINKS IN A AIR 


Rescued from Their Yaw! After 
Night’s Battle with 
the Waves.

PRAISE DUE TO A, SAILOR. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 28.—{Special.]—The 
crew of the schooner Caledonia, which was 
wrecked off Glenhaven, Mich., on Monday 
night, had a frightful experience in a yawl 
for many hours on Lake Michigan after 
boat went down. 4 

The hands, arms, and shoulders of the men 
were frozen when they were picked up by 
Captain Peter Hansen of the steamer Lori- 
mie A. Burton. The rescued seamen are 
Hang Peterson of Kenosha, aged 28 years, 
owner of the schoonér; Nels Anderson of 
Kenosha, aged 85 years; and Michael Mich- 
aelson of Kenosha, Captain of the schooner. 

The Caledonia left: Boyne City on Sunday 
night. A stiff northwest gale was blowing. 
When about an hour out the crew noticed 
that the boat was leaking. The men worked 
at the pump all night, but at 3 o’clock in the 
morning they were convinced that it would 
be impossible to save the boat and prepared 
to take to the yawil. 


At Mercy of the Waves. 

Two hours later they left the schooner. 
Then they were tossed about for several 
houre in the little yawl. Captain Michael- 
son and Hans Peterson suffered most from 
the cold, and they were only kept up by 
Anderson, who is a big, powerful fellow, and 
who kept at work sculling the boat and 
cheering the others. 

During the early morning of Tuesday they 
sighted a steamer, but it passed without 
coming to their aid, as the crew evidently 
ud not see them. A schooner also passed 
them while they were battling with the 
heavy sea. Finally about 8 o’clock on Tues- 
day morning the steamer Burton sighted 
them and they were taken aboard. . 


Nearly Perish from Cold. 

The men were almost perished with the 
cold, and the crew of the Burton worked over 
them for several hours before they were 
resuscitated. Even today, when the men 
left for Kenosha, they still showed signs of 
the effects of the trip. 


The story of the wreck and rescue as told | 


by Nels Anderson is as follows: 

** We left Boyne City Sunday evening with 
600 bushels of potatoes in the hold and 
Christmas trees and slabs on deck. When 
the tug towed us outside a heavy wind was 
blowing from the northwest and we decided 
to go back, but our efforts to recall the tug 
were fruitiess. We then decided to proceed 
to the west shore. It was only about an 
hour afterward when we notieed that the 
Caledonia was leaking and by midnight the 
schooner had several feet of water in its 
hold. 

Ready to Abandon Ship. 

“The men went to the pump, but the flow 
of water was so great they were unable to 
stop it, and about 3 o’clock in the morning 
we knew the boat had to be abandoned. We 
made preparations to launch the yaw! and 
gathered our clothes and some papers to take 
with us. About 5 o'clock we left the schooner 
and a few minutes later it capsized. From 
that time on we only saw it at intervals. It 
was extremely dark and I believe that it 
went down. 

„We had drifted about the lake only a 
brief period when a steamer passed us. I 
think it was the Pine Lake. We tried to 
signal it, but it did not seethe yawl. Shortly 
after another vessel—a schooner—went by, 
and finally the Burton came alongside. We 
left Boyne City only a few hours ahead of the 
Burton. 

Had the Burton not come upon us when 
it did we would be dead, as none of us could 
have held out another half hour.“ 


Praise to Sailor Anderson. 

Captain Hansen said that the three rescued 
men were almost frozen to death when they 
were picked up. They had some clothes 
in the bottom of the yawl,” he said, “‘ and 
they were frozen to the planking. The men 
owe their lives to Anderson. He is a big, 
husky fellow, and he was sculling the oar 
at the stern when wereached their craft, and 
had it not been for the words of cheer he 
offered his companions from time to time 
they would have given up hope long before 
we reached them.“ 


S. R. YOUNG SHORT $55,000. 


Defalcation of Louisville Suicide Will, 
It Is Thought, Exceed That 
Amount. 


Louisville, Ky., Nov. 28.— [Special. I— The 
shortage in the accounts of Stuart R. Young 
as Treasurer of the City of Louisville is in 
excess of $55,000, as shown by the investiga- 
tion thus far. There may be a further short- 
age, but it will be several days before the 
exact amount is determined owing to the 
discovery that the amounts on vouchers had 
been raised. 

The body of the suicide was removed today 
to the home of his father, Colonel Bennett 
H. Young, where private funeral services will 
be held tomorrow. Hundreds of friends 
called today to assure Colonel Young and 
his son, Lawrence Young, who arrived from 
Chicago this morning, that they would have 
made good the amount of the shortage, what- 
ever it might have proved. 

His widow is still prostrated by the revela- 
tions and the suicide. Insurance of $10,000 
is all that is left to her.

COMMENT ON THE PLAYERS. 


| Michigan, Man for Man and as a Team, 
Outclasses the Eleven from 


Iowa City. 


Michigan, man for man and as a team, out- 
classed its Iowa opponents. The eleven de- 
veloped by Yost may best be described as 
well balanced. The men play together as a 
unit, getting into the plays with a clock-like 
precision. With a defense yet to be found 
wanting, every man on the eleven is able to 
advance the ball, which accounts in a meas- 
ure for its great scoring record. 

Seldom is there an eleven where backs, 
ends, and tackles are so uniformly success- 
ful as are those of Michigan. This divides 
the work, lessens the danger of injury, and 
keeps the men fresh for the fast pace to the 
end, literally sweeping down opponents. 

Yost’s trick plays have been commented 
on, but those tried yesterday failed to gain 
as much as straight football, with the ex- 
ception of one gain by Heston on a fake 
kick. The same was true of Iowa, although 
the Hawkeyes had less chance to gain. 
Michigan's attack was varied but its best 
gains were through tackle, with Shorts, 
Hernstein, or Snow carrying the ball. Iowa's 
right end escaped the long runs recorded 
against the opposing wing by Heston, but, 
great as is Heston, due credit must be given 
the interferers for the compact formation 
which allowed him to get his start. With 
that assured Heston did the rest, his speed 
| and skill in dodging aiding in the spectacu- 
lar runs Which were a feature of the game. 
Hernstein, who played end on defense and 
right half on offense, was consistent, an. 
adjective which applies to the whole team, 
but Shorts and Heston were the men called 
upon for the yards necessary for a touch- 
down. 

How much Iowa was outclassed is shown by 
the fact that three first downs only were se- 
cured in the entire game. Once lowa fum- 
bled and recovered five yards in advance, but 
this was luck and not straight football. The 
only time Michigan was held for downs was 
when it tried a quarter back trick on the third 
down and a Wolverine failed to secure the 


ball in time to advance. 
Michigan's fumbling came near being fatal 

at the start of the game, and if there was 

any point in which Iowa excelled itt was the 


handling of punts. The Wolverines offset 
this. however, by making substantial gains 
after. receiving the oval, Weeks especially 
wending his way through the broken field. 
This was partly because of the superiority of 
the Ann Arbor ends. In punting Sweeley 
had a distinct advantage over Wilkins and 
Griffith, although the former made a most 
creditable showing in the face of a wind in 
the first half. Michigan took advantage of 
Sweeley’s skill by punting almost immedi- 
ately after each kickoff, finally getting the 
ball to a point near the center of the fleld in 
these exchanges and a few advances, and 
then beginning its impetuous attack. 

While there is little in the result cheering 
to Iowans, they can find consolation in 
the fact that an eleven outclassed badly 
fought to the end and showed no disposition 
to quit. Hollenbeck, Smith, and Griffith, in 
particular, put up a brave front against the 


avalanche.

When Pat Sheedy wae the 
1 1 proprietor of the gambling-house 
at 119 Dearborn street Marks spent a num- 
ber of months in Chicago and wae a great 
friend of Sheedy’s. In the East he was better 
known than in Chicago. For years he fol- 
lowed the trotters on the Eastern cjrouit, 
betting on the races and dealing faro bank. 


Fine Education, Pleasant Manners. 

Marks is an English Jew of fine educa~ 
tion and pleasant manners. Heis we 
in politics and English his ; @ man of 
engaging manners. All the older Chicago 
men-about-town know him. Wiliam. A. 
Pinkerton and his brother Robert are well 
acquainted with him. 

‘Eight or ten years ago Marks went to Eng- 
land and soon became one of the best known 
figures in the American colony. He had been 
interested in bookmaking with Barney 
Michaels and others in America, and by in- 
clination he drifted into his old vocation of 
“ Jaying the odds,“ as bookmaking is termed 
in England. He has been interested in a 
poolroom located near the Hotel Cecil for 
many years. He has lived in a modest way 


at the Hotel Adelphi. 


Marks never has become estranged from 


America and Americans. He always has 


made companions and friends of people from 
America. Strange as it may seem, he stu- 


diously ayoids talking shop or “ touting” 
for his poolroom. His greatest delight is to

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


Burton Holmes Describes and Asserts. 

Burton Holmes is not confining himself 
this season to the description of scenes. He 
is also expressing opinions. In the course 
ot his lecture on Moscow at the Stude- 
baker Theater last night he gave positive 
enunciation to a wide range of beliefs— 
artistic, political, and religious. 

He said that ragtime was a “ despicable 
musical perversion.” He stated that an 
honest Czar ought to be at the head of every 
municipal council. He argued that all mis- 
sionaries should be thankful for the adver- 
tising their profession is receiving through 
the imprisonment of Miss Stone in Bulgaria. 
The avowals did not have any connection 
with Moscow, but they were inserted in a 
manner diverting, if not harmonious. 

On toples purely Russian he was equally 
direct and intense. In general his attitude 
toward Slavonic customs and institutions 
was one of liking, but the servitude in which 
the poverty-stricken peasants are held by 
the wealthy state church was more than his 
cosmopolitan nature could abide. In accents 
of pity he told how the priests kept the 
humble masses under the yoke of supersti- 
tion, even to the point of profiting finan- 
cially by it. He said that in one great cathe- 
dral he saw hundreds of ragged men and 
women fighting for the right to pay for the 
chance to kiss a bone over which stood a 
priest as collector. The picture of the scene 
added reality to the comment. 

But the adjectives most frequently in the 
lecturer’s mouth were those of extreme 
praise—now for the beauty of a church, now 
for the splendor of a scene, now for the en- 
ergy of the Muscovites. The pictures them- 
selves bore out the laudations, and the 
lecture was even more interesting than the 
one of a week ago on St. Petersburg. 

Perhaps its most interesting phase related 
to a visit to Count Tolstoi on his estate near 
Moscow. The great novelist and philosopher 
sent word to Mr. Holmes and to his party— 
which included Senator Beveridge of Indiana 
that he was always at home to Ameri- 
cans. He evidently was courtesy itself dur- 
ing the interview, as a motion picture and 
a variety of snapshots gave proof last night 
on the canvas. Mr. Holmes described the 
Tolstol residence as out of repair and not 
particularly homelike, and sald that to his 
surprise the village housing the Tolstoi ten- 
antry gave no hint of the altruistic theories 
of the master, being in —— collection of

It took just one year to construct the 546 
miles of the new extension from Liberal, 


Kas., to El Paso, Tex. 


For the purpose of complying with the 


Texas law that every railroad within that 


State shall have State operating headquar- 
ters and also for general construction fa-

cilities and convenience, the new road was 
placed under the charters of five different 
railroad corporations—viz.: The Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific proper, the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Mexico, the Chicago, Rock 
Island and EI Paso, the Rock Island and El 
Paso, and the El Paso and Northeastern. 


Details of the Plan. 

The road from Liberal to Santa Rosa, N. 
M., a distance of 272 miles, was placed under 
direct Réck Island construction, with J. H. 
Conlen, Vice President of the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Mexico, as Chief Engineer and 
General Manager, while from Santa Rosa to 
Carrizozo, a distance of 130 miles, the con- 
struction work was given to the El Paso and 
Northeastern, which already had a con- 
structed line from El Paso to Carrizozo. 

The road from Liberal to Carrizozo will be 
equipped with eighty-pound steel rails, oak 
or pitch pine ties, and modern ballasting. 
Depot, sidetracks, switches, station-houses, 
yardings, water tanks, and Western Union 
telegraph lines have all kept pace with actual 
road building, and when the road is opened by 
the first of next year it will be in as perfect 
condition as any of the lines of the Rock 
Island system that have been in service for 


years. , 
To Develop Coal Fields. 

In connection with the Rock Island-El 
Paso line is the new thirty-mile railroad 
which is to develop the immense Dawson 
coal fields, owned by the Rock Island, onthe 
Beaubien and Miranda grant, in the north- 
ern part of Colfax County, N. M. This road 
will leave the main Rock Island rails at or 
near Liberal station, twenty miles south- 
west of the Canadian River crossing, and 
run through the New Mexican Counties of 
San Miguel, Mora, and Colfax. This branch 
will be completed by May 15, 1902. 

The coal is to feed the southeastern portion 
of the Rock Island-El Paso line and probably 
will largely supply the Southern Pacific rail- 
road, in addition to a heavy domestic cus- 
tom in that section of the country. 


Big Gain Over Distance. 

The completion of the El Paso line will give 
the Rock Island a route 222 miles shorter be- 
tween Kansas City and El Paso than that 
of the Santa Fé between the same points, 
together with a saving of fifteen hours of 
time, the latter fact being largely due to the 
favorable alignment and maximum 1 per cent 
grade of the new Rock Island line. 

In connection with the Southern Pacific, 
the Rock Island will have a shorter line by 
eighteen miles from Chicago to Los Angeles 
than will the Santa Fé. It is expected that 
the latter road will shorten its line material- 
ly to overcome the advantage the Rock Island 
will enjoy. 

The construction cost of the Rock Island- 
El Paso line will approximate $7,000,000, an 
average of about $156,000 per mile.

THE COLLEGE GIRL AND soclETY. 
The question of the college gir! in society 


© is of equal importance with that of the 


college man in business, for as business is 
tee vocation of most men, so “ society,” 
it the word in its broadest sense and in- 
ii in it al the “social” relations, 
claime so much of the time of many women, 
that the few who take to“ public careers 
can safely be left out of the discussion. 
They ave exceptional cases and do not 
ie maid point at issue. It is in her 
Wies as friend, hoétess, wife, and mother 
tat woman usually finds the larger part 
of ber existence, and if her attractiveness 
and usefulness in the discharge of these 
duties ave impaired by her devotion to pure- 
ly intellectual pursuits, most men feel and 
express an unqualified dissatisfaction. 

It is seserted that many college women 
ate found to lack that charm of manner and 
ese graces of everyday Hfe which men 
ere and demand. A woman may be 
earned, but if she cannot talk small talk, 
which is the largest part of talk, if she 


Ceuannot manage a crowd of men and women 
oe Wher drawing-room, if she is without social 


fact, and if she has no interest and skill 
ithe small things of ordinary existence, but 
leading the higher life, it is 


_of the United States, cannot 


a sad but indisputable fact that her men 
friends will, to use their own low expret 
sion, “pass her up.” They do not want 
that kind of wontan. 

In a mau all corresponding defects would 
be excused fur the reason that his life work 
lies in other directions. This is perhaps 
exceedingly unjust, but like other things 
in this world its injustice is no proof that 
it does not exist. A man who fails in his 
social relations may still be a useful per- 
son, Such is not the case with the vast 
majority of women. 

To this discussion Dean Laura D. Gill 
of Barnard College is the latest contributor. 
Miss Gill thinks that college life is to some 
extent having an unfortunate effect upon 
the college girl’s social development. The 
remedy she suggests is that between the 
second and third years of the college course 
the girl student should be sent home for a 
little round of social experience, She will 
return to her studies with a better perspec- 
tive of Hfe- She will have a juster eati- 
mate of the place which learning has in 
the genera] scheme of things; and she will 
be saved from the unlovely effects of ex- 
cessive mental work. Dean Gill’s plan 
seems perfectly feasible, and the results ob- 
taime* from it would be interesting to 
watch, for while no one can say that all 
college women ha ve the defects which Dean 
Gill is trying to remedy, it is perfectly clear 
that those defects are found in some cases, 
Nor ig there any reason why the attention 
given to a girl's intellect should not be sup-

LOW FARES DENIED. 

The Local Transportation committee, by 
a divided vote, has decided to recommend 
the principle of “ compensation as against 
reduced fares.” It does not advise what per- 
centage of gross receipts the “ cOmpensa- 
tion should be, but it declares in favor of 


exacting it as against lower fares, whether 


for morning and evening or for any other 
time. The Mayor has before declared that 
the rate should be 10 per cent of gross re- 
ceipts. 

Some months ago the Social Economics 


club provoked a discussion as to the possi- . 


ble annual budgete of self-supporting girls 
or boys éarning $2 or $2.50 a week. Many 
theoretical budgets were submitted by dif- 
ferent people, and they differed widely in 
their respective apportionments of income 
to all items save one. Evéry budget allowed 
$31 or $42 for car fare. Ten per cent of this 
would be something over $8. The Local 
Transportation committee will advise the 
City Counsel to make an agreement with 
the traction companies whereby the cash 
girls aid the errand boys of Chicago shall 
hereafter, in addition to their legitimate car 
fare, pay $3, more or less, as a special tax 
for the city. Does the committee like the 
looks of this accurate but unvarnished pre- 
sentment of its recommendations? 

The Visiting Nurses’ association spent 
$17,556 last year in sending fifteen uni- 
formed nurses into sick homes throughout 
this city. Ot this amount $1,392 was spent 
for car fare by these nurses in their rounds. 
Ten per cent of this sum would be $139. 
The Transportation committee recommends 
that the City Council in future farm out 
and such farming contracts always have in- 
volved and always will involve a high com- 
mission for the agent co the traction com- 
panies the collection of a special tax of $139, 
more or lesa, upon the free nursing of the 
sick in this city. 

Most street car passengers are plain peo- 
ple, who use the cars with the persistent 
regularity of the clock, If two members 
of a family work, 10 per cent of every five 
cent fare—counting probable Sunday fares 
either for labor or recreation—would be, say, 
$7 a year. If three members work the 
amount would be $10.50. The Transporta- 
tion committee recommends that the wage- 
earning families of Chicago be subjected to 
a special tax of these or approximately these 
amounts in traveling to and from their work. 
Tun Tripunp ventures the opinion that not 
one of the households represented in the 
committee itself would pay even as much 
of this compensation as the average 
wage-earning family of the city, because 
fewer members of the well-to-do family go 
out to daily work than of the wage-earning 
family, Yet how would the property and 
income of the former probably compare with 
the resources of the latter? 

The great demand of this great city of 
unparalleled and ever expanding distances 
is for an adequete and adequately used cir- 
culatory system. Yet the committee com- 
missioned to promote local transporta-

RECIPROCITY WITH CUBA. 

The Secretary of War cannot keep away 
in his report from the much discussed sub- 
ject of reciprocity. He discusses it, how- 
ever, only in relation to Cuba, He holds 
a brief for that island and makes a forcible 
argument in favor of freer trade relations 
with it, primarily for the sake of the Oubans 
and secondarily to get for American pro- 
ducers a larger share of Cuban trade than 
they have now. 

The Secretary says that the prosperity 
of Cuba depends upon the finding a mar- 
ket for her sugar and tobacco at a reason- 
able profit. This general proposition no one 
wil] dispute. The Secretary says further 
that under existing conditions such a mar- 
ket can be found only in the United States. 
This will be conceded by most, He says 
also that with the United States tariff what 
it is the prices which can be obtained in 
this market for Cuban sugar and for much 
Cuban tobacco “are not sufficient to pay 
the duties, cost of transportation, and pro- 
duction, and yield a living profit to the pro- 
ducer.” This may be stated à little too 
strongly, but at this time it is substantially 
correct. 

Therefore the Secretary of War recom- 
mendes a reasonable reduetlon in the dutios 
on Cuban sugar and tobacco in exchange 
tor fairly compensatory reductions of Cuban 
duties on American products. The lower 
Ouban duties would benefit the American 
producers of cotton, sik, and leather goods, 
of animals and animal products, oils, rice, 
and vegetables and vegetable fibers, 

The Secretary argues that the making 
with Cuba of such a reciprocal tariff ar- 
rangement as President McKinley sugges:- 
ed in his last words would be living up 
to the moral obligation this country assumed 
when it drove Spain out of Cuba. He con- 
tends that without such an arrangement 
the peace, health, and independence of Ouhba. 
so necessary to the peace, health, and safety 
he secured. 
Secretary Root says also that such un ar- 


rangement will “involve no sacrifice.” 
Here the beet and cane sugar and tobacco 
producers of the United States will join 
issue with him, They will admit all he 
says about the benefit to Ouba of the re- 
duction of the sugar and tobacco duties, 
but will contend that their own industries 
will be injured greatly, if not ruined, by 
such reductions. They will say they ought 
not to be called on to make thie sacrifice 
for the benefit of other American industries 
or of Cuba, Whether thay will be seriously 
injured is open to question, On this point 
opinions differ. 

Congress will have to decide between the 


of the sugar and tobacco producers, who

THE WABASH RAILROAD DISASTER. 

The horrible disaster which occurred yee 
terday morning on the Wabash railroad near 
Seneca, Mich., in the number of dead and 
injured, in frightfulnese of details, and in 
completeness of destruction has not been 
equaled in this country in any similar event 
since the memorable accident which hap- 
pened at Ashtabula in December, 1876, 
when seventy people were killed. Like that 
it will be remembered as one of the most 
shocking railroad disasters the world has 
ever known, 
Two passenger trains, one of them two 
hours behind time, and each running at the 
rate of between fifty and sixty miles un 
hour, come suddenly upon each other and in 
an instant both trains are completely 
wrecked, scores are killed outright, many 
imprisoned under cars smashed and jammed 
up together are burned to death, and more 
than a hundred are seriously burned or man- 
gied. Of about 500 persons on the two 
traing it is probable that one-half were either 
killed or injured, The completeness of the 
fatality is shown by the fact that of fifty 
persons in one car thirty are dead. 

The first reports assigned disobedience of 
orders by one of the engineers as the cause 
of the disaster. The dispatch to him di- 


had received and deliberately disobeyed that 
order he would justly have been charged 
with murder, While the real cause does not 
in the least relieve the situation of any of its 
tragic or greweome details, it is some relief to 
know that all these lives were not deliber- 
ately sacrificed by human negligence but by 
a dreadful mistake. It now appears by the 
engineer’s statement that while the con- 
ductor of the train read the dispatch “ Sen- 
eca” he read it “Sand Lake.” The con- 
ductor himself did not know the engineer 
misunderstood it until it was too late. 

Even though this awful disaster was due 
to one of the mistakes ever liable to occur 
so long as train employés are fallible, there 


gation, Even though no blame may attach 
to the engineer who made the terrible error, 
there should be an inquiry inte all the cir- 
eumstagces with the view of devising plans 
to minimize the possibility of such errors 
in future. If this disaster follows the usual 
course of being a horrible sensation for a 
few days, soon to be forgotten in the rush 
of events, more mistakes may be made and 
more accidents happen. Railroad wrecks 
of late have been growing almost everyday 
affairs. For some years past there have 
been so few great disasters that ¢ailroad 
traneportation has been regarded as remark- 
ably safe, but the record this year shows 
that the security hag again disappeared. 
Since last January there have been twenty- 
six wrecks of more than ordinary magnitude. 
Of these twenty-two have been occasioned 
by collisions and only four by derailmenta, 
which would apparently go to show that 
more attention has been paid to the roadbed 
and running gear than to the operating serv- 
ice. It is to be taken into account, of course, 
that travel has been unusually heavy this 
year, as always happens in an exposition 
peason, but this does not satisfactorily ex- 
plain why the number of accidents should 
show such a great increase over recent years. 


LUNCH FOR EMPLOYES, 

The idea that employers should take a per- 
sonal interest in the men, women, and chil- 
dren on their pay roll and should do some- 
thing to improve their manner of life both 
in the shop and at home is by no means 
new. It bas its root in the desire to make 
the relations between employer and em- 
ployed mean more than the mere barter 
of wages for labor, and this desire is of old 
standing. It is only of late years, however, 
that it has become widely noticeable and 
that it bas taken the form in which it is 
now seen. Hardly a week passes at pres- 
ent without bringing to public notice some 
tenement-house, library, or gympasium 
which a manufactery has begun to provide 
for its people, 

Among such enterprises one of the latest 
is the midday lunch of a machinery firm in 
Buffalo, From this lunch the fata! defect 
of giving something for nothing is carefully 
excluded. The men pay full cost price 
for what they get and all that the firm does 
is, in consequence of the close connection 
which it has with the men, to buy and serve 
the lunch without making money by the 
transaction. The character of the lunch is 
of; some interest. It conalete of a large 
bowl of soup, a eup of coffee with cream 
and sugar, and a quarter of a boaf of bread. 
The soup costs three cents, the coffee one, 
and the bread one. For five cents, there- 
fore, the men can buy a lunch which, though 
not heavy, is wholesome and nutritious, The 
cooking is done in a kitchen in the factory 
and the foodstuffs used are carefully se- 
lected with a view to their purity. In short, 
the lunch means that through the interest 
taken in the matter by the company the men 
are provided with excellent food at exceed- 
ingly low rates. Both tor the motive and 
for the result the company is to be com- 
mended, 

The greatest difficulty likely to be en- 
countered in a lunch of thig kind is the 
variety of taste and requirement to be found 
among the men when, as ie usual in this

THE TELEPHONE FRIEND. 
For some unexplained reason the Elec- 
trical World aad Bngineer comes to the 
defense of ‘the telephone companies of the 
United States and of the Chicago Tele- 
phone company in particular in a superior 
way, Complaints are being made of 
bad telephone service here and elsewhere. 
It says that it seems to be the firm con- 
vietion of various newapapers that the serv- 
ice in their own cities is the worst that ex- 
ists anywhere, and that it ie probable that 
Chicago telephone service is fully equal

Practical industrial training, with 
elementary Hterary studies applicable to in- 
dustrial work, should make the Indian a use- 
ful citizen, and this is the alm of the Indian 
school service under its present management. 
Speaking of agriculture Miss Reel says: , 

No occupation will so soon dispossess 
the Indian of his nomadic instincts and fix 
upon him permanency of habitation as agri- 
culture. Tilling of the soll will necessarily 
oblige him to remain in one spot, and the 
performing of certain duties at proper times 
ef the year will instil into him the necessity 
for systematic work and for giving attention 
to detafis. To make any real progress the 
Indian must have a home wherein will cen- 
ter all his interests, hopes, and amditions, 
and a home on a farm will best fill these re- 
quirements. As there is no field in which 
he can so readily contribute to his own sup- 
port, he should not only be encouraged, but 
-urged, to cease leasing his allotment, to 
cultivate more acres, raise better crops, and 
live the thrifty independent life that falls 
to the lot of tiflers of the soll.“

Secretary Root’s Report Gives 
Details of Insular De- 
velopment. | 


HALF UNDER CIVIL RULE.

FINANCES IN GOOD SHAPE. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 28.—[{Special.}— 
The second part of the annual report of 
Secretary of War Root, made public today, 
is devoted entirely to the government of the 
Philippines. The report reveals, as has no 
other public document issued this year, the 
progress made by the United States in es- 
tablishing a modern system of government in 
the archipelago. 

Financially the insular government is on 
good footing. The revenues for the fiscal 
year 1901 amounted to $10,817,662, as against 
$6,723,852 for 1900. The expenditures were 
$6,768,821 in 1901, as against $5,218,281 in 1900. 
The surplus at the date of the last report was 
$4,053,840. 
7 Commerce Is Growing. 

Commerce is increasing at a rapid rate. 
The total value of merchandise imported in 
the fiscal year of 1901 was $30,279,406, an in- 
crease of 47 per cent over 1900. exports 
amounted to $23,214,048, an increase of 17% 
per cent over 1900. 

The imports from the United States show 
an increase of 72.4 per cent over the imports 
of 1900, and the exports to the United States 
show a decrease of 27 per cent from the ex- 
ports of 1900. The imports from the United 
Kingdom, from Germany, from France, and 
from the British East Indies have increased 
in a greater proportion than the imports 
from the United States. 


Recommendations to Congress. 

Secretary Root makes the following rec- 
ommendations: 

That Congress at once pass laws permit- 
ting the development of the material re- 
sources of the islands by private capital. 

That the national banking system be ex- 
tended to the islands, there being no Ameri- 
can Danks and no power to create banking 
corporations.

Head of Civil Government at Manila 
Subjected to Successful Skin Graft- 
: ing by Army Surgeons. 


Cincinnati, O., Nov. 28.—Ex-Co n 
Charles P. Taft, publisher of the Times-Star 
and a brother of Governor General William 
H. Taft, today received a cablegram from 
Manila stating that Surgeons Stafford and 
Rhodes have successfully grafted the skin 
on Governor Taft's wound and he probably 
will be able to pay his projected visit to the 
United States at the end of December.

HOLIDAY CROWDS RIDE IN IL 
VENTILATED VEHICLES. 


Large Travel en Account of the Various 
Thanksgiving Functions and 
Amusements Not Bettered by Good 
Atmosphere for Passengers to 
Breathe—Cenuductor Net Willing to 
Heat the Whole Outdoors—Condition 
on Cottage Grove Avenue Line. 


It is not of record that any one returned 
thanks for the air in Chicago street cars yes- 
terday. On the contrary, those people who 
were unfortunate enough to ride on them 
forgot all about the good holiday in their 
condemnation of the many odors which they 
were forced to breathe on account of lack of 
ventilation. 

With the many attractions in Chicago in 
celebration of the day, besides the usual 
number of theatrical entertainments, the 
cars were crowded from noon until late last 
night. Besides the Chicago people going 
about the city, there were thousands of out 
of town people here. As a result the conduct- 
ors on the various traction lines were too 
busy to even open the little 3x10 inch win- 
dows under the roofs of their cars. 


Kicks Because Heating Costs Money. 

When one passenger on a South State street 
cable car protested to the conductor over the 
lack of pure air in the car and endeavored to 
hold one of the doors open the autocrat of 
the train looked at him and said: 

„ gay, we can't afford to heat the entire 
out doors. It takes money and it is going to 
be cold tonight. 

Suiting his action to his words, the con- 
ductor slammed the door shut, and the pas- 
senger leaned back in his seat with a re- 
Signed look on his face. 

The car in which the incident took place 
was heated to about 75°, and for ventilation 
there was one little window open in one end 
of the car just under the roof. Not one ofa 
dozen cars on the same cable line were prop- 
erly ventilated. In several no attempt ap- 
parently was made to look after the comfort 
of thé passengers so far as fresh air was 
concerned. Not a ventilator was open and 
one conductor almost held the door closed to 
keep pure air out. 

Conductor Shuts a Ventilator. 

Frequent complaints were heard in the Cot- 
tage Grove avenue cars. The cars on those 
lines were crowded nearly all day. In some 
the stoves appeared to be working overtime. 
And the more théy worked the more industri- 
ously the conductors piled coal in them and 
turned on the draft. On one car a patron 
made bold enough to reach up and pull open 
one of the ventilators. Without a word 
the conductor walked up and pushed it shut 
again. 

oT am running this car, he said as he 
returned to his place on the rear platform, 
where the air was fresh and pure. Nova 
soul on board disputed the statement. 

„It is my habit to stand on the platform of 
Chicago street cars,“ said an Indiana ave- 
nue physician last night. The air in three 
out of five cars is not fit for human beings 
to breathe into their systems, I would pity 
a dog if it had to live in some of our cars 
more than an hour at a time. The cars of 
this street are better now than they were, 
but there is room for improvement. 

None of the conductors on any of the lines 
investigated had received any instructions as 
to how to ventilate their cars. 

The patrons of the Milwaukee avenue, West 
Chicago, West North avenue, and Western 
avenues are endeavoring to secure promises 
of better service from the Union Traction 
company, but thus far have not been suc- 


cessful. 


GOV. GEER ANSWERS VAN SANT. 


Executive Gives Views Regard- 
Opposition to the Northwestern 
ag Railroad Combine. 


Salem, Ore., Nov. 28.—Governor Geer today 
replied to Governor Van Sant of Minnesota 
on the latter’s request for views on the ab- 
sorption of the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern railways by the Northern Securi- 
ties company.

If this result should follow it is a matter 
within the power of the State Legislatures 
to control. It may prove an easier matter to 
regulate rates than to prevent consolidation,

Every interest in the 
archipelago is under the direction of a com- 
petent bureau. Nothing seems to have been 
forgotten. 

Under the of the Interior there 
is a Bureau of Health, quarantine service, 
Bureaus of Forestry, Mining, Agriculture, 
Weather, Fisheries, Public Lands, Patents, 
and Copyights. 

Th Department of Commerce and Police in- 
cludes Bureave of Poetoffice, Telegraphe, 
Coast and Geodetic Suryeys, Engineering, 
Public Works, Insular Constabulary, Pris- 
ons, Lighthouses, commercial and street 
railroad corporations, and all corporations 
except banking. 

Department of Finance. 

The Department of Finance and Justice 
has charge of the insulan Treasury, customs, 
immigration, internal revenue, banks, coin- 
age, and currency. 

Lastly, the Department of Public Instruc- 
tlon embraces bureaus of public instruction, 
public charities, libraries, museums, statis- 
tics, public records, public printing, archi- 
tecture, and construction of public buildings. 

With such an administrative machine in 
good working order, civil rule has been 
extended over 74,152 square miles of terri- 
tory—58 per cent of the estimated area of 
the islands, and having a population of 4,- 
902,887 people. On the other hand, 53,702 
square miles, with 2,072,236 people, are un- 
der military administration. 


Insular Constabulary Force. 

Coming to details Secretary Root quotes 
statistics which cannot but prove gratifying 
to the people of the United States. 

For instance, the insular constabulary 
force has proven, to quote the Secretary's re- 
port, that a native police force, well o- 
cered, can be made faithful and effective; 
can be trusted with arms, and will be/an 
element of constantly increasing value inthe 
maintenance of order.“ 

The latest reports show 6,000 natives 
ployed in the various municipal police for 
and between 900 and 1,000 already enlisted in 
the insular constabulary. 

Progress of Educational Work. 

The Department of Public Instruction fur- 
nishes a most gratifying evidence of the prog- 
ress made by the United States in bringing 
the Philippine archipelago up to the require- 
ments of modern civilization. Up to May 27, 
the date of the last official report, the depart- 
ment of education had employed eight super- 
intendents, eight principale for normal, ag- 
ricuPttural, and manual training school work, 
and 781 teachers, all from the United States. 
Besides there were two superintendents and 
eighty teachers from the Philippines. 

In the City of Manila there is a normal 
school for the instruction of teachers, in 
which 600 aspirants were enrolled, of which 
570 studied faithfully to the end of the term. 


Enrollment of 150,000 Children. 
Up to the date of the last report 150,000 
Filipino children had voluntarily enrolled ip 
the primary department of the public 
schools, but half of them are waiting for 
schoolrooms. Seventy-five thousand Fin 
pinos are in actual dally attendance at the 
schools already established. Between 3,000 
and 4,000 native elementary teachers are

“The educational situation is, briefly, as 
follows: There is a widespread and earnest 
desire for education among the people of 
the islands.

“TI think no one can become familiar with 
the facts without deep interest and a strong 
desire to press forward provision for educa- 
tion. All the good influences of American

000 acres of the immense area are public 
lands of the United States, ceded by the 
crown of Spain. Pine, cedar, mahogany, and 
hundreds of hardwoods, valuable dye woods, 
and rubber and gutta percha trees exist in 
immense quantities. The annual growth of 
these forests is estimated at 1,400,000,000 cubic 
feet, about three times the cut of lumber for 
19000 in the entire United States.
